Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 9.—In the trial of 
the Nihilists implicated in the . assassination 
of the late Czar, after the reading of the in- 
dictment was concluded, the President of the 
Court asked the prisoners whether they 
wished to say anything. Russokoff who threw 
one of the bombs spoke for half an hour. He 
said he primarily desired to agitate peacefully 
but he entered into.the late conspiracy seeing 
no other way outof the social troubles. 
Michaeloff, who was arrested as he entered 
Russokoff’s house, said he belonged to the 
terrorist faction of the party, but denied 


Russakoff’s statement that he partici- 
pated in the arrangments for 
the murder of __ the Czar. Hessy 


Heefmann acknowledged that she kept the 
conspirators’ lodging house, which was the 
depot for their implements, but denied hay- 
ing actively participated in the Czar’s assas- 
sination. Kibaltschiltisch,the bomb-maker, 
denied his connection with the Will-of-the- 
People party. Their wish, he said, was to 
gain their objects by peaceful propagonda, 
but they were reluctantly obliged to adopt 
terrorist measures. 

He admitted preparing five bombs. Sophie 
Pieffosky avowed her participation in the pre- 
parations of the Moscow mine and the murde 
of the Czar. Jeliaboff, who is the most intel- 
ligent of the prisoners, fuently related. with 
diabolical satisfaction the history of the 
Alexandrofsky Mines. He sail he was the 
head of one group of the party and was 
charged by the e xecutive committee with the 
work of organizing the attack by bombs, and 
was connected with the Sadowa Street Mines 
as i simple worker. After these declarations 
the procurator stated it would perhaps be 
possible to shorten the trials. Jeliaboff 


in his statement attempted to extenuate the 


cases of Russakoff and Michaeloff by assert- 
ing thatthe former was only a propagandist 
among workmen and knew nothing of the 
arrangement for the murder of the Czar un- 


til the ‘day of its accomplishment, and 
that the latter was entirely uncon- 
nected with the crime. Jeliaboff showed 


great skill incross-examining witnesses, and 
succeeded in utterly confusing one of them: 
To-day’s sitting will be occupied in hearing 
epeeches for the prosecution. Inthe center 
of the court-room are various articles of tan- 
gible evidence against the prisoners, such as 
boxes of dynamite, papers of chemicals, ap- 
paratus, etc., placed on a table and guarded 
by a gendarme withadrawn sword. The 
persons are all attired im ‘black.

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A BRIDGE UNDER WATER. 


Railroad Communication Stopped. at 

Omaha—The Damage by the Flood. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, NEB., April 9.—Twenty-one feet 
two inches and rising a very little is the re- 
port from the river this morning and the situ- 
ation is criticalin the extreme. The water 
has washed away the Union Pacific track east 
ofthe bridge, and the small bridge over 
Spoon Lake is two feet under water, 
and all Eastern communications are cut off, 
No trains ran out to-day, as the river is pour- 
ing over the track and through Spoon Lake, 
east ofthe Union Pacific bridge, at arate 


that threatens to make a permanent 
channel, and thus leave both 
ends of the bridge in Nebraska. 


The Union Pacific shops, smelting works 
and lumber yards on this side are all afloat 
as wellas the transfer grounds, stock yards, 
etc., on the other side. The railroads up and 


down the river are. all under 
water and the trains abandoned. An 
immense mass of ice “came down last 


night, striking the smelting works and doing 
considerable damage. But little ice is running 
to-day. The river isspread out toa great 
width and flowing rapidly. Everything here 
is all excitement. Thousands are assembled to 
witness the grand spectacle and the result is 
awaited nervously. It is hoped 
that the river will commence 
falling some time to-day, and unless it does 
the consequences will be very disastrous. 
The latest report ig thatthe bridge over Spoon 
Lake has washed away,-but as the lines are 
not working it is impossible to verify the 
report. No further loss of life 1s reported, 
though there have been several narrow es- 
capes. 


The Missouri at Omaha. 

OMARA, April 9.—The Missouri is still ris- 
ing slowly and has reached twenty-one 
feet above low water mark. Itrun off a vast 
mass of ice from the small lakes last night, 
and carried away two frame buildings. The 
smelting works and rallway embankments 
are greatly damaged and the channel of the 
river is cutting out of counse.

NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


The Low Lands Being Submerged By 
the Rising Water. 


Three feet more of a rise and the low lands 
east of Kennett street, and between Harrison 
and Mallinckrodt streets, will be covered 
with waterfrom the Mississippi River. The 
water has already made a start in that direc- 
tion, breaking over the lumber landings at 
the foot of Destrehan street about midnight. 
It has already crossed over Destrehan street, 
between Kennett street and the levee, and is 
forcing its way into the south end of 
the Eau Claire Lumber Company’s lumber 


rards at the foot of Mailinckrodt street, a few 
undred feet west of the lumber wharf. The 
company’s lumber, however, is all safe, and 
no danger is apprehended, at least for the 
present, The water flowing west from the 
river through a ditch has submerged the 


1 floors of one of I. J. Buckley’s dwellings at 


the foot of -Destrehan street, and the 
water is about to enter another. All precau- 


tions have been made by the lum- 
ber companies and others in _ antici- 
ation of the rise, and in case 


t does overflow everything is thoughtto be 
in a safe condition. The people having 
dwellings in rhe low lands have everything 
ready to vacate at a moment’s notice, but 
none have yet moved. An overflow now will 
result ina most damaging drawback to the 
vast lumbering interests located here, from 
the fact that the season has been five weeks 
later in opening than usual, and much higher 
water than there now is will put a stop to 
work on lumber landings for a month at the 
very least. 

Judging from the very latest and most au- 
thentic telegrams from northern points, more 
particularily from the Missouri and Mississip- 
pi Rivers, it appears almost definite that the 
river in this section will reach its highest 
point betweenthis and to-morrow noon, as 
the latest reports from Jefferson City indicate 
the water there as about to jfall. The water 
coming from the the Mississippi will not 
affect this point to any alarming. extent, and 
the only fears now entertained is of the rise 
coming from above Jefferson City, but the 
river will probably have set inon tne decline 
before it reaches here. The water is now 
falling at Davenport and rising very slowly at 
Leavenworth.

He 
finds no evidence whatever to support the 
dead fish, crustacea algw, and 
sulpburetted hydrogen theories, and 
he describes the water as not exactly 
tilthy, though very offensive. Whatever the 
eause mmay have been, he thinks it is now re- 
moved, for the streams whence the supply 
co wes are now furnishing pure water to the 
lake from which the reservoirs are filled. The

THE ‘‘ACTORS’ MINE.” 


How the Pockets of Professionals were 
Depleted by a Mining Sharp. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. March 27. 


The theatrical profession read with sorrow 
on Monday the notice of the sheriff’s sale of 
the office fixtures of the Cumberland Gold 
and Silver Mining Company. The Cumber- 
land is known as the ‘“‘Actors’ Mine,’ and 
was regarded by owners as_ one of the great- 
est bonanzas ever discovered. There is now 
no question that it was a bonanza, though 
not to those who had the deepest interest in 
it. The aoa ham owners were James O’ Neill, 
Lewis Morrison and John E. Owens. 
Lewis being more prudent than 
the generality of actors, did not pin 
too much faith on the bonanza. O’ Neill was 
very enthusiastic, however, and Owens re- 
garded the patent of the mine as the most 
precious document that was prepared in the 
country since 1776. The theatrical trio were 
drawn into the speculation in the usual man- 
ner. Inthe Sierra Nevada deal Morrison 
and O’Neill floated in on the big wave of suc- 
cess, and kept ‘‘doublingjup’’ until the crash 
came and then margins were swept away by 
the ebb-tide. O’Neill lost much of his hard 
earnings, and Morrison suffered heavily. The 
natural conclusion which the amateur specu- 
lators arrived atin their impecuniosity was 
that nothing paid but a genuine interestina 
mine... 

It & hardly necessary to say that they found 
no difficulty in getting as large an interest as 
they were able to pay for on a promising bo- 
nanza. George M. Ciprico was selected to 
manage the syndicate, having had great ex- 
perience in running drifts and tunnels 
throughthe porphyry of managerial purses 
all over the country. Mr. Ciprico concluded 
that the syndicate could most readily eclipse 
Vanderbilt and Flood by buying. 

A HOLE IN THE GROUND

accordingly purchased and promptly digni- 
fied with incorporation. Manager Ciprico at 
once sunk a shaftin O’Neill’s bank account 
by pens an office. The office was made

the importance of a magnate,when O'Neill and 
Morrison went east. Asit was known that 
their intentions hadbeen to stay here until 
next summer, when they proposed to buila 
two palaces on Nob Hill, their visit to the im- 
poverished East caused consider comment. It 
was unofiicially stated, however, that Mr.

mine, a yearsince, the ledges were all inside 
the lines of the claim. ‘‘In dead certain they | 
were,’”’ said he, “for none of the claims on 
all sides of us had ever been uble to strike one

| GRANT IN MEXICO. 
The Schemes of the New Rai 
to Join the Two Republian oo 


From the Galveston News. 


The Grant party, which left New York last 
Monday, arrived here over the Santa Fe Line 
yest v in the directors’ coach. The part 
comprises Gen. U. S. Grant and wife WU. g. 
Grant, Jr., and wife, Senor Romero and three 
servants. As early as.9 o’clock the gather- 
ing of sight-seers around the depot eom- 
ymenced: No sooner bad the train stopped 

than there was 4 general rush for thé Prast- 
dent’s car. At firstit was thought that of 
course he would descend from: t he front end 
and that was at once blocked. The General 
was too much of a_ strategist for 
that, however, and, hile _—skil- 
fully deploying some of his forces to the 
front, he, with his main forces, or, to eye to 
a plain statement, accompanied by Mrs.Graht, 
his son and daughter-in-law and others, 
members of his family, Por an exit by 
the rear door.

‘There are sufficient brains, energy and 
money at hand to accomplish the results 
sought.” 

‘*Doyou fix upon any time forthe accom- 
plishment of the enterprise?’ 

**Circumstances will largely control that. 
Of course, no time willbe lost, and delays 
will be avoided as much as possible.’ 

‘*‘Whatis the general feeling, as far as you 
can judge, among Mexicans regarding the in- 
road of American capital?’ 

**Favorable. The great body of the people— 
the intelligent masses, who govern and 
control everywhere—have come to see that 
their interests lie in this direction. They have 
not the requisite means for this develop- 
ment, and tnerefore are glad to see the 
presence of American capital.”’ 

**But will not the old bugbear ‘annexation’ 
create afeeling of distrust against your en- 
terprises?’’ 

“I do not fear anything on that score. 
When I visited Mexico I found something of 
this feeling, but I proved conclusively, I 
think, to their minds the — of such a fear. 
I told them ofthe change which had taken 
place in our institutions. Twenty years ago 
when slavery Wasin existence, there might 
have been a feeling favorabie to the acquis- 
ition of this territory, for the reason. that 
with any growth slavery might attain, it 
would have required additional room in this 
direction, as its spread in others had been 
checked. But the abolition ofthat. institu- 
tion had effectually destroyed this argument 
for acquisition, and at this time I wag. satis- 
fied that the American people 
would oppose the: acquirement of 
further . possessions except upon 
terms bonorable and satisfactory to all, 
Again, as another argument. I showed that 
we consume $200,000,000 worth of tropical and 
semi-tropical fruits, which we now obtain 
from countries that, in the first place employ 
slave labor, which is distasteful tous; then 
they impose heavy duties, which we have to 
pay; and in the end, they deal in return with 
us Only to the extent of yee our sterlin 
exchange. This trade, I argued they coul 
contro! and command, and by an interchange 
of products andtrade relations could be es- 
tablished equally and mutually profitable 2nd 
satisfactory.” 

“*T notice in the Mexican correspondence of 
a New York paper aremark of opposition, 
and comment by Mexican papers upon ex- 
tracts from the American press hostile to 
these projects. Doyou conceive thisto bea 
reflex of. the sentiments to any element of 
strength in opposition?’ 
 **No, not toa serious extent. The Mexi- 
cans understand their own press, and. know 
how to gaugeit. Itis ourown press which 
can can do us harm. TheSun has been op- 

osing this enterprise, but that means me. It 

s not so much eyposton to the railroad as it 

is tome personally. The Werld and other 
leading journals have treated the enterprise 
fairly.” aves | 

‘*Will the foreign element now in Mexico 
prove antagonistic to the advent of further 
American enterprises ?”’ 

‘‘Notto any serious extent... Ofcourse, 
some ofthe foreigners will oppose it, but 
their numbers orinfluence are not danger- 
ous." ~ 

‘“T understand, then, that the sentiment of 
the people is favorable. Are the Government 
concessions in keeping with the spirit?” 

‘*‘Yes, The Government has made greater 
concessions than should have been made; 
greater than she will bé able to pay.’ 

In the opening of this country by these 
roads, do you anticipate any extensive, im- 
mediate growth or development of the re- 
sources of the country?’’ ; 

‘“T do, most assuredly. Already attention 
bas been directed to the increase of the agri- 
cultural. features. Large sugar, coffee and 
wheat plantations are now being opened, and 
these will be opened and widened upon an ex- 
tended scale. Land and labor are cheap, and 
the native population, finding a means of 
transportation for their products, will all the 
more readily engage in these pursuits. The 
trafic between the two countries will develop 
immensely with the progress of carrying fa- 
cilities.” | 

‘‘This, then, augurs well for the future 
prosperity of the country ?”’ 

‘-Decidedyl.-The whele country will expe- 
rience it. Texas first and more immediately, 
but the influence will be general.”’ 

‘-This gigantic system of roads, conaecting 
the two Republics, must needs have an out- 
let tothe sea. Where do you think that will 
be??? 

‘‘Galveston, of course, if you can get deep 
water. You have a city here already, and 
have all the advantages of geographical loca- 
tion.

I have heard fault-finding Americans attrib- 
ute the scarcity of rats ‘dn Germany to the 
discordant pianos, but I will leave this prob-

The excellent universities and schools of 
Stuttgart also attract students from various 
countries. You see them in the streets here 
of all nationalities. Ifthey are not all suc- 
cessful in acquiring a thorough book knowl- 
edge, and fail to receive diplomas after sever- 
al years of gay student life, they are quite 
sure to become adepts in the science of beer 
drinking and dueling. There are plenty of 
the bloated, red-eyed students to be seen 
here, as there are in Heidelberg and other 
university towns, whose disfigured faces are 
divided into sections like wattles, from the 
sword-cut scars of their adversaries. There 
are also many schools here for young ladies 
and misses, pensionats—conducted on the 
same~ principles as the Swiss and French 
schools which have deservedly bigh reputa- 
tions—and there are also art schools and 
academies for drawing and painting, where 
students can be under the instruction of 
some,of the most celebrated German artists.

St. Louis carpenters want an advance 
from $2 50 to $8 ae day. In Cin- 
cinnati they have demanded $275 per day 
asthe standard. A gentleman at the meet- 
ing last night took the ground that it would 
be necessary to have a complete organization 
throughout the State of Missouri to estabHsh 
the day wages of a carpenter at $3, otherwise 
the rural workmen would flock to the city to 
get big wages and thereby overcrowd the 
field. On his theory it will be necessary to 
cover the States of Illinois, Kansas and 
Arkansas and, perhaps, Iowa, before the city 
mechanic will be safe from invading ruralists. 


THERE 1s aterriblesputter in Republican 
circles in this State over the fact that the 
municipal elections were carried against the 
Democrats last Monday in St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Warrensburg, Jefferson City, St. Joseph, 
Mr. FILLEY and 
his followers see in this a certain indication 
that Missouri will rollup a big Republican 
majority ina year or two.

The tendency in all municipal elections is to 
turn out the party that happens to be respon- 
sible for the administration.

Chicago 
elected a Democratic Mayor last Tuesday 
by a majority of 8,000,|though GARFIELD care 
ried the city last November by over 10,000. 
If the citiesand towns of Missouri had been 
generally in the hands of the Republicans 
they would probably have gone Democratic 
this Spring. Democratic mismanagement 
has caused considerable discontent through- 
out the State, but so far as principles are 
concerned Missouri is as thoroughly Demo- 
cratic to-day as she was ten years ago. 


WE have in this city this week two amuse- 
ment organizations of American descent, both 
claiming distinction on account of successes 
recently gained in England. Ofcourse it isa 
great thing to go abroad. Any theatrical 
company formed in this country, that is able 
to play a season in Great Britain and then es- 
cape with its life ought to be proud of itself, 
but we object to being specially invited to at- 
tend a performance because the English peo- 
ple have tolerated it. In matters of amuse- 
mentthe English are notoriously without 
taste—judged from our standpoint.

“aries in “orders”? on a grocery store, or a dry 
goods stere owned by employers, and at 
which, im mine cases out of ten, the 
prices were trom ‘10 to 25 per cent higher 
than at other -atores, wouldn’t there 
be ahowl? Wouldn’t there be such a howl of 
indignation raised against those employers as 
wouid.drive them out.of the city? And yet 
_ this is whatisdone;to thousands and thou- 
sands of workingmen in Missouri, and they 
ure powerless to help themselves. The 
“truck system” Jong existed in England, but 
became so serious an evil that it was abolish- 
ed by statute se long ago as the reign of Will- 
iam III. In many of the States of the Union 
it has likewise been abolished; but it has free 
and unlimited swing in Missouri. By means 
of cireulars sent both to employers and em- 
ployes all over abe State Mr. Hilkene has ob- 
tained much information concerning the ex- 
tent of the ‘*truck-system”’ in Missouri.The re- 
plies to his circwlars were of course voluntary

Goods were very high; $3 50 per hundred for 
floor which sold in other Camden stores for 
$260; four pounds less of sugar and 
one or two pounds less of coffee for 
the dollar than we could get elsewhere. By 
this means men of families were never able to 
draw a cent of money for the month—they 
had traded it allout. The mines were kept 
full of -miners, when one-half the number 
could have done the work, for the more men 
crowded into the mines the more goods could 
be sold. This kept down our wages rom their 
purchasing power. It is only a faint picture 
of the situation in many districts of the 
State.”? ! 

Inthe blast furnaces of the State the sys- 
tem of company stores and store pay prevails 
to a marked extent.

-The Northwestern Railway” Company has 
over $300,000 in. the fight -agaizist snow since 
October last. Thirty-four immense snow 
ploughs have had plenty of work,and these 
have been backed up tremendously by from 
twoto six locomotives each. .The might of 
theseyploughs and the great power of a snow 
drift may be estimated from the facts that one 
plough weighing 48,000 pounds, ballasted by 

i pounds of ‘railway iron and driven by 
six locomotives, attacked a snow-choked cut- 
ting, but was defeated. The drift was 52 feet 
high. When the'workmen, after the tremend- 
ous charge, caught a glimpse of the immense 
plough, they found that it, with all its 128,000 
pounds, had beer repelited as if it were a 
feather, and that it had rolled disconsolately 
over the drift andhad lodged against some 
forest trees, where it proposes toremain until 
summer. From one cut. 324,000 cubic yards of 
snow were taken, but in eight hours the wind 
had piled it up full again.

As by reason of a recent press dispatch pur-

Pope thereop,: has caused some 
little breeze in the journalistic .workl, it 


It is well known with 
what scrupulous care the Church proceeds 
when she is about to declare that one of her 
children, aow deceased, has attained to lse- 
roic sanctity. Or ratber, it is weéll-know» 
with what an unscrupulous spirit she pro» 
ceeds when about te engage in that work te 
prevent suck w one from being declared a 


saint, not disdszining to that end 
to use the eounsels of the Devil’s 
Advocate himself. (Note—The Devil’s 


whose officeand' duty it is to prevent, by 
means fair or foul, the cause of a saint from 
receiving favorable. judgement at the hands 
of the Congregation of Bites.) Itis also weil 
known to students of Church history with 
what jealous care'the Churci: bas ever watch- 
ed over and guarded the authenticity of the 
bodies and belongings of those wbom: she bad 
declared saints. Nor is it unknown with 
what esteem and veneratioa Cuthotics look on 
the relics of the saints of their Church. 

Now, the bearts of Catholies throughout the 
world have been made sad by the irreligious 
and wanton dispersion an@ sale by the powers 
that now be in Italy ofthe tbivgs that Catho- 
lies esteem and revere very much; the pre- 
cious stones and marbles ofthe altars; the 
rich and rure old vestments of the churches;

HISTORICAL MENTION. 

Perhaps no other charitable organizationin 
the country has labored under greater disad- 
vantages and brought forth more beneficial 
results. Putupona footing during the heat 
of the late civil strife, when society all over 
the nation was in a disturbed condition, it has 
advanced in numbers and _ infiuence, and is 
now in a most proverous state. The beauti- 
ful lesson of friendship between Damon and 
Pythias is sought to be practically taught by 
4 ritual, which, for beauty and patepboarty of 
language, can not be surpassed by any society 
on earth. 

The stories afloat respecting the origin of 
the Knights of Pyth ias are many and con- 
flicting. One that is particularly wide of the 
truth has found its way into many newspa- 
pers of the West and South, and which is to 
the effect that it wae instituted and estab- 
lished in 1864 by Federal soldiers, of whom it 
was exciusively composed. ToJ. H. Rath- 
bone belongs the honor of being the father of 
the order. <A rough draft of the ritual was 
written by him in the winter 1860-1, and it 
Was not untii four years later in Washington 
D.C., thatthe order was organized. The 
first lodge being known as Washington, No. 
1, was made up of the members of a musical

Charleston’s Portrait of Washington.

Winthrop, of Boston, visited this city, and in 
company with Judge Bryan, visited the City 
Council Chamber to see the old paintings 
which adorn its walls, and of which he had 
heard. He became particylarly interested in 
the original portrait, life-size, of Gen. Wash- 
ington, by Trumbull, and upon a close exam- 
ination discovered that the pajnting was in a

STARTING GARDEN. 

Our fathers of honored memory were worn 
out by much useless labor. Their gardens 
were little patches of uncertain shape, walled 
in to prevent the depredations of swine; sur- 
rounded with currant and raspberry bushes, 
that soon came to be matted hedges; laid out 
in beds and walks that required incessant 
labor with the hoe to keep them clean, and of 
such geometric form, or rather lack of form, 
as required culture with thespade. There is 
a better way. Horse culture is as much an 
advance over hand culture in the garden as in 
the field; and it is the object of this article to 
explain the principles that are the foundation 
of the practice. . 

The garden must be of the same width 
throughout; of a convenient length of furrow; 
with no obstructions, such as bushes and 
young trees at the headland. Instead of beds 
we have drills, and the drills are made at any 
convenient distance apart. Drills for onions 
may be worked twenty-four inches wide, for 
cabbage thirty, for potatoes thirty-five inghes, 
and for sweet potatoes four feet in width, and 
allthese may be worked with an ordinary 
one-horse corn plow. In fact this is the best 
possible implement. The distance apart the 


other way,inthe line ofthe drill, may be 
whatever seems to be the best. Inthe case of 
corn four feet will do; for watermelons six; 
for grapeyines eight feet. The desideratum 
is to stir the greatest amount of surface with- 
out interfering with the plant, to keep out the 
weeds. For then we leave the least work for 
the hand-hoe. 

In the first place, plow that part-of the gar- 

cen which is to be used now as soon‘'as the 
groundis sufficiently dry. In plowing find the 
micdle line (by measurement) of the land you 
propose to work, and mark this line plainly 
with the drill-hoe, stopping atthe distance 
of half the width.of the path from each end. 
Let the first furrow be little more than a 
mark, being careful to stop atthe proper dis- 
tance from each end. Around this central 
furrow—geeipz about—lay up the plowed 
land. When tinished, it has been trodden by 
no hoof, is of equal width at the end, is high- 
estin the middie, and enclosed with a dead 
furrow. This p*owing should be done with two 
horses, deep and fine, seitingthe plow more 
or less tothe land as it does its work perfect- 
ly. One plowing six inches wideis worth 
much more than two of twelve inches. Cross;- 
Eseoe bas quite gone out of fashion. It 
rings What ay have been at the trouble to 
turn uncer. In hsrrowing, if you use the 
smoothing-harrow with inclined teeth, take 
one section of the same and reverse it, using 
it in this way until alllumps are pulverized: 
after which putthe sections together and use 
until you get a smooth surface. ’ 

Now lay off the headlands, six or eight feet 
in width, across the t'vo ends of the parallel- 
ogram. These are the “‘walks” ofthe garden, 
and thehorse turning onthem through the 
season Will keep the weeds down. They give 
convenient access to every driil. On these two 
lines drive stakes atthe distance from each 
other of the width of the drills, and. stretch 
the garden line from each stake toits corres- 
ponding stake onthe opposite end of the 
piece. The line used may be of any conven- 
ient length up to 2U0 feet, if care be tuken to 
keep it 1rom beieg varied by the wind. The 
lines must be straight and parallel, fora 
aslight variationin the long line requires 
much Jabor witha hand in subsequent cul- 
ture. In marking with the drill-hoe, keep on 
the same side of the line, or you will make a 
“jog” of three inchs in the row. When mark- 
ed, make the marks into furrows by going 
and returing with the one-horse corn plow in 
the same furrows, otherwise you would af- 
fect the width of alternate rows. 


EARLY MELONS. 


About a month or so earlier than it is usual 
to plant these seeds procure a. number of 
good-sized rutabaga turnips, cut off the 
tops, and, with a knife or other instrument, 
scoop out all the inside, so that they will re- 
semble gourds, or cups; fill the cavity of this 
cup witb good rich earth and plant in each a 
few seeds of melons, cucumbers, beans or 
seeds of any other plant that you may desire 
to have early. They should then be placed 
in a warm part of the house or in a protecting 
frame well made and secured from frost, and 
the earth in the cup be kept moderately 
moist. If kept in a room they should be put 
out in open air every clear, fine day; and if 
in a frame, let them have air by removing the 
sashes. By doing this you will prevent the

It is said that 
the pulverization is more complete than with 
any other harrow, andthe implement certainly 
has the advantage that it avoids the trampling 
of the ground by the teams drawing the seper- 
ate harrows now in use. The nn: rome may 
be a very good thing, but there are good rea- 
sons for doubting its utility. If, as appears 
certain, it requires more strength to draw it 
than the ordinary plow does, then the speed 
of the team will be shower, or an additional 
horse will be required. Ineither case there 
would be no postive gain. It isnot always 
desirable to harrow land atthe time it is 
plowed. Itis often best to allow the furrows 
to remain exposed to the sun several days be- 
fore using the harrow on them. In preparing 
a large field for many crops it is generally the 
best plan to delay using the harrow till about 
the time the seed is to be sown or planted, so 
as to kill the weeds that spring up after the 
ground is plowed. Itis not advantageous to 
harrow gromnd plowed in the fall unless it is 
to be immediately seeded to winter grains. By 
les ving the furrows as they were when turn- 
ed, the frost will have a better opportunity to 
act onthe soil. Itis therefore evident that 
the new impliment can not supersede the 

low that is nowin use. Neither will it make 

t possible for farmers to dispense with the 
use of the barrow. They must have these 
two implements, whether they have the new 
one or not. This being the case, it is extreme- 
ly doubtiul whether its introduction will be 
economical or advantageous under any ordin- 
ary circumstances. The cost of farm ma- 
chinery has already been a burden to pro- 
ducers. Itis no uncommon .thipg to finda 
farmer whose tools cost Half as much as the 
land he tills. The fashion in implements 
change about as often as in cloaks and bonnets, 
and farmers are not far behind city belles in 
following prevailing fashions. The novelty of 
an implement furnishes no evidence that it is 
an improvement on those that have long been 
in successiul operation. 

COAL ASHES FOR FERTILIZING. 


A neighbor asks me if it would be advisable 
to treata clay knoll toa heavy covering of 
coal ashes. Thesoil istough and waxy when 
wet, and hardas firebrick whendry. The 
coal ashes would benetit sucha soil, acting 
mechanically in loosening the soil. Sucha 
piece of land can, perhaps, be better occupied 
in growing potatoes, under a heavy covering 
ofstraw. It should not be plowed when wet, 
and left tobe baked inthe sun or suddenly 
dried with spring winds. Fall plowing will 
give the best result insuch asoil. Plowin 
narrow lands, so as to secure a prompt drain- 
age, and early in the spring harrow and plant 
in potatoes without piowing, and then cover 
with straw eighteen inches deep. One or 
two years of such treatment will likely convert 
that knoll into a good piece of land. 

lant it in trees and sow to grass. Such would 
 ourtreatment. The Husbandman reports 
anexperiment made with coal ashes, applied 
atthe rate of 200 bushels to twenty square 
rods or ten bushels tothe square rod. The 
soil Was compact and heavy. The ashes were 
drawn on late in the autumn and spread on 
the ground, which had been recently plowe.t. 
In the spring the plowing was repeated, 
thoroughly mixing the ashes with the soil. 
The ground was planted with garden vege- 
tables. The ;beneticial result was in the cor- 
rection of the heavy character of the soil, the 
ashes acting mechanically, and not as a 
manure, and producing a satisfactory im- 
provement. 
EASY WAYS TO IMPROVE SOILS. 

A sandy soilis greatly improved by mixing 
clay with it. The clay rendersit more re- 
tentive of moisture and gases, both of which 
promote the growth of plants. Clayey soils 
are very greately benefitted by the addition 
ofsand. The presence of some sand in soil 
chiefly composed of clay makes it easier to 
work, whetber the plow, harrow, cultivator, 
or hoe isemployed. The roller will not crush 
alump of hard, dry clay, but it will com- 
pletely break down one composed of a mixture 
of clay andsand. In fact, large lumps are 
not likely to be found in soils where there is 
a consicerable amount of sand; neither will 
a hard crust be formed nor deep cracks be 
open. Nearly pure sandor clay is unsuited 
to the growth of valuable piants, but by com- 
bining the two the foundation of a most ex- 
cellent soil may be formed. It is not un- 
common for one|part ofa farm to abound in 
clay and ancther insand. When this is the 
case an effort should be made to combine the 
two. Sand often lies on hills and ridges 
situated above the deposits of clay, and when 
this occurs the former can be easily carried 
onto the latter by the use ofthescraper. To 
carry the clay to the sand it will be necessary 
toemploy 2 —— Two pieces of land, one 
comy osed of sand and the other clay, may be 
so situated that acart or wagon can be ad- 
vantageously employed in carrying both>

THE BLACK DEATH. 


Reappearance oi the Great Plague 
Which Devastated the Middle Ages. 
From the New York Herald. 


Already Europe is becoming alarmed at the 
appearance of the plague, or black death, in 
the Eust, and fears are expressed that it may 
spread westward. Ittherefore becomes im- 
portantto know the characteristics of the 
diseare. The London Standard states, on 
pathologjcal grounds, thatitisa ‘‘very ma- 
lignant form of contagious fever,’’? which 
breaks out suddenly in certain loca'ities and 
spreads with frightful rapidity, and that the 

resent *‘type’’ is as virulent as that of the 

iddle Ages. It 1s characterized by swellings 
of the lymphatic glands and by carbuncles 
and beyond doubt one seizure seems to afford 
no security against a second attack. This is, 
however, a point upon which physicians have 
not oitten had a chance of study, since ‘‘the 
pest” does not usually leave the 
sume individual a chance of experiencing its 
dae ng twice. It has been contended 
that it is not contagious, but in almost every 
case of an outbreak the disease has been 
traced to persons who have come from in- 
fected districts. Inthe Astrakhan epidemic 
of 1879, andin that of 1771, which cut off 
100,060 people in Moscow, the pestilence was 
known to have been brought, in one instance, 
from Central Asia, and in the other from 
Choczin. Again, during the latter outbreak, 
the 1,400 inmates of the Imperial Foundling 
Hospital, who were isolated, and in 1813 the 
town of Jegla, in Malta. which was shut off 
from Valetta, where the disease was raging, 
entirely escaped. Quarantine, however, 
asa preventive against the ravages of the 
cholera, has been proved to be utterly futile, 
and it is very generally allowed that 
t tb net much more potent as 
a barrier against the plague. No 
other form of death has ever enlisted into its 
service historicans of such brilliant talent. 
De Foe could not have been an eye-witness of 
the horrible scenes of 1665 in London. But 
he had doubtless talked to many who had 
survived those dreadful times and were fa- 
miliar with the tales of the corpse-carrying 
wagon going its dismal rounds, of the living 
being unable to carry out the dead, and Lon- 
don deserted by the court, and, indeed, all 
who could escape into the country. In 
**Rienzi’”’ the late Lord Lytton has given an 
account scarcely less pictorial of the plague in 
Florence, and in almost every other European 
country *‘the pest’? which crept like a foul 
miasma over Asia, Northern Africa 
and Europe, from Naples to  Arch- 
angel, and even to distant Green- 
land, where it smote the Esquimaux by 
thousands, has secured such able chroniclers 
that, at the slightest sign of its reappearance, 
Western Europe naturally grows alarmed. 
In the years 1348, 1961, 1368, 1569 and 1602 
London was visited by the “black death,’’ 
though these early attacks of the disease sink 
into insignificance When compared with that 
which desolated the city in 1665, the year 
which will ever be known as “‘the year of the 
plague.” In reality, however, though it 
caused before Christmas a mortality of 98,596 
out of the 500,000 bg which the metropo- 
lis then contained, it did not abate until 1666, 
while in the thirteen subsequent years there 
were many fatal cases recorded. But after 
1679 no death from plague is known to have 
occurred, and in 1704 so entirely had it disap- 
peared that the name ofthe disease was actu- 
ally omitted from the bills of mortality.

Cremation in Italy. 
e From the New York Post. 

Cremation appears to be making consider- 
able progress in Italy. Mr. Colnaghi, the 
English Consul for the Distriet of North 
Italy, in his commercial report for last year, 
states that since 1876 seventy-one incinera- 
tions of bodies have taken place at Milan and 
fifteen at- Lodi, making a total of eighty-six. 
The first crematory furnace set up in Milan 
was heated by ordinary gas, made on the spot 
and passed by means of tubes into the urn. 
This system, however, had to be abandoned, 
since it Was found to be neither rapid nor 
economical, five hours being required to com- 
plete the operation. The rival systems are 
now on trial—one the invention of Professor 
Gorini of Lodi, and the otherthat of Messrs. 
Porna and Vennini, of Milan. Both are 
heated by wood, and the flames are brought 
into direct contact with the body; combus- 
tion being increased by the introduction of 
atmospherie air. Cremation does not appear 
to be a costly process, for the total cost of in- 
cinerating a human body at Milah is some- 
what under ten dollars. This charge covers 
not only the fees to the cremation society and 
to the municipality, but the cost of a niche for 
the cinerary urn in the columbarium erected 
for that purpose.

CROPS FOR SANDY SOIL. 


Rye is the best grain crop for sandy land. 
The plant can be raised to good advantage, 
not only for the grainit affords, butfor tne 
straw, Which can he disposed of at good prices 
to paper-mills whenjthey are not at too great a 
distance. It is also an excellent crop to raise 
for summer or Wintcr pasturage. it may be 
sown between rows of standing corn and fed 
off after the crops is harvested. In May, what 
remains can be turned under by the plow for 
the purpose of fertilizing the soil. It can al- 
so be sown on land from which a crop of early 
potatoes has been taken off and devoted tothe 
same purpose asthat raisedin a corn-field. 
The fertility of sandy soil is soon exhausted 
unless special pains are taken to apply fertil- 
izers Of some kind. The cheapest method of 
enriching sandy soils is that of plowing under 
the green crops that are raised on them after 
an early crop is harvested. Lime acts favor- 
ably on sandy soils, especially after green 
crops have been turned under. Gypsum. or 
land-plasters,is another good mineral man- 
ure for sandy soils. Itincreases the growth 
of clover and potatoes: 1s cheap and easily ap- 
plied. The earlier varieties of potatoes 
usually do better on sandy lowly land than the 
latter sorts. Buckwheat can generally be 
raised.to good advantage both on account of | 
the grain and the stalks which sefve as man- 
ure. Clover succeeds much better on sandy 
soils than the true grasses. It furnished food 
for stock, while the roots help enrich the | 
soil. ~Melons, squashes, and pumpkins all do 
well On soils abounding in sand and the like is 
true of all kinds of —* A soil which is 
quite sandy will produce a good crop of north- 
en sugar-cane, and some of the best samples 
of syrup and molassses produced last season 
were made from cane grown on land that was 
considered as too poor to raise a paying crop 
of corn. A sandy farm is unsuited for dairy 
purposes. Permanent pastures can not be 
maintained on it, andthese are essential to 
the production of the grasses that afford the 
best milk. A sandy farm will not carry a 
large amount ofstock unlessthe system of 
preserving fodder in silos is practised. As a 
consequence the fertility of the soil must be 
kept up by green manuring.

BEANS AS FOOD FOR SHEEP. 


Pecple who are kecping sheep inthe West, 
esp: cially those who are locrt:d on or near 
the great plains, would do weil to experiment 
in r:i-ing field beans for food during the fall 
and winter. Beans do better on poor and dry 
soils than almost any other crop that is raised 
for stcck. By plinting the seed as soon as 
danger from frostsis overthe crop can be 
matured before the summer drouths occur. 
Tie vaiue of beans forsheep has been ac- 
knowlecged by a!l who have fed them out. 
They contain a very large amount of nitrogen 
which adds to the formation of flesh. They 
cor stitute the most concentrated food that is 
fed to stock with the exception of oil cake or 
cotton seed. The amount of nutriment con- 
tained in beans is remarkable. The owners 
of mines in South America compel their 
workmen to eat a ration of beans every two or 
three days whether they relish them or not. 
Sheep of all ages are very fond of beans and 
will eat them in preference to any kind of 
food offered them. They may be raised to 
good advantage oninverted sod by sowing 
the seed. broadcast and covering it witha 
harrow. They may be raisedin the same 
manner on old ground that is free from grass 
and weeds. It is better, however, to plant 
them in drills and to work the ground 
between them with a cultivator. Beans 
should not be cultivated when the vines are 
wet with rain or dew,a8s disturbing the 
leaves at these times causes them to rust. 
When mature, the vines should be pulled 
from the ground, partially driedin the sun, 
and then placed under cover orin small 
stacks. A stack for beans ‘can be made by 
driving three stakes into the ground ahout 
three feet apart so as to form the corners of a 
triangle. The stakes should incline outward 
so they will be about four feet apart at the 
top. A support tor the vines cag be’ 
wine withes or cords about thestakes & foot 
or more above the surface of-the ground. 
The vines should be crowded between the 
stakes with their roots toward fhe inside. 
The stacks when completed should be egg 
shaped. The top may be covered with long 
grass or straw so it will completely shed rain. 
The beans can be trashed at any time they 
are wanted with a hand flail. It is not 
necessary tothrash them for roam A as they 
will eat the entire pods and the leaves that 
remain on the vines.
